Giant Among Coaches 


Jim Lee Howell, tall, friendly Arkansan who enters his second year as Giant 
coach, allots so much credit to others associated with the team that he leaves 
little share for himself. However, as a freshman coach Howell led the Giants 
to a dramatic comeback of a magnitude rarely equalled in the National Foot- 
ball League. 


In lifting the team from 3-9 in 1953 to 7-5 in 1954, Howell demonstrated 
executive ability, a technical mastery of his game based on professional ex- 
perience since 1937, and the facility to handle men in a relaxed frictionless 
manner. 

The coach is an ardent disciple of offense. He first came to the Giants with 
the brilliant rookie team of 1937 after having played in “aerial circus” days 
in the Southwest, with Fred Thomsen’s “passingest” team in the country— 


Arkansas U. Howell says: “I am still from Arkansas, and I like to move that 
ball around.” 


Jim Lee knew how to move the ball so well that the stylish Giant combina- 
tion of running and passing put the team in first place last season, until a 
strong title bid was denied when injuries proved an insurmountable handicap. 


His theory on scoring is this: “In the old days we could go one point 
ahead and hang in there. The idea now must be to keep well ahead, because 
no club can feel secure with a modest lead. In this league it is advisable to 
score at least four touchdowns in a game, and I know a coach can have 
many anxious moments if he does not have a 21-point lead going into the 
final quarter.” 

Therefore, Howell football is intensely exciting, because it is dominated 
by the ever-urgent desire to score. On defense, the Giants were never humiliated 
under their new coach, and stood comparison with any rival. 


For 1955, Howell envisions improvement. “We are at least even with last 
year at all the positions,” he sums up, “and we are much better at several 
positions. In general we have quality depth to a degree we did not have in 
54, and a more versatile squad.” 


Jim Lee is six feet, four inches tall, and he always has stood above the 
crowd in more than size. He was president of the student council at Arkansas, 
and captain of the basketball team which gained the Olympic tryout finals in 
Madison Square Garden in 1936. He was an Arkansas state senator, became a 
rancher and farmer in his native town of Lonoke, and was a company com- 
mander as lieutenant of marines in Pacific action from Saipan to Okinawa to 
Japan. 

Howell was born Sept. 27, 1914, and in boyhood ran a paper route and 
helped in his dad’s ice plant. He did not make the high school teams, but 
came on fast at basketball at college, and played three years of football as 
a regular. 

Jim Lee participated in that fabulous era when Thomsen at Arkansas and 
Sammy Baugh at TCU were proving the forward pass was here to stay. As a 
Giant in ’37 he was crack end on one of the most successful teams in the 
organization’s 3l-year history, and remained as coach of ends from 1949 until 
he was appointed head coach last season. 

The new coach is now the oldest Giant on the field in point of service, 
because he can look back 19 years to the day he first put the uniform on. 
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The Staff Also Played 


There in one newcomer on Jim Lee Howell’s staff this season. He is end 
couch Ken Kavanaugh, who ranks as one of the greatest offensive ends in 
National Moothall League history. Kavanaugh, 38, played for the Chicago Bears 
from 1910 to 1950, minus three seasons with the 8th Air Force. He ranks as the 
second moxt productive Bear scorer of all time with 55 touchdowns for 330 
points, Ay a player Kavanaugh was a fast, tricky end who scored a touchdown 
ai approximately every third pass he caught. The Bears list him in their hall 
of tame, He played on three championship teams. 

Horn in Litthke Rock, Ark., the new Giant end coach was an All-American at 
1,5,U, Ile also made good at minor league baseball, before joining the Bears. 
Kavanaugh now resides in Philadelphia. Last season he helped coach the Villa- 
nova U, team there. 

The rest of Howell’s staff remains intact. It features Vince Lombardi, back- 
field couch, Ed Kolman, line coach, and Tom Landry, coach of defense. 

Lombardi, one of Fordham’s famed “Seven Blocks of Granite”, ranks as 
Howell’s number 1 aide. Now 39, Lombardi has had a sterling record wherever 
he hus coached. 

When he graduated from Fordham in 1937, Vince, a guard, waived his chances 
at pro football in order to go to law school. To help pay expenses, he began 
vouching at St, Cecelia’s High School in Englewood, N. J. 

lootball soon took precedence over the law. Lombardi’s teams won six state 
titles in eight years. At one point they achieved a winning streak of 36 straight. 

In 1947, Vinee was called back to Fordham where he installed the T forma- 
tion and coached the Freshman team as Fordham football rebuilt. As seniors, 
\ineo's frosh posted an 8 and 1 record, equalling Fordham’s best ever. 

Lombardi’s grasp of offense was so impressive that Red Blaik wanted him as 
luckfield coach at West Point. Lombardi made the journey up the Hudson. 
Before long his reputation for stylish, thorough and imaginative craftsmanship 
Wan nation wide. The backs taught by Lombardi in °49 achieved not only an 
unbeaten season, but a 38-0 victory over Navy, the biggest landslide in 46 years. 

Lombardi believes in the quick hitting, Split T attack, now featured by the 
Ginnts. Head Coach Howell says of him: “Vince is on the style I like, daring.” 

Kolman, 37, has been Giant line coach since 1950. As a player, Big Ed was 
All-City at Boys High in Brooklyn, All-American at Temple U. and All-League 
with the mighty Chicago Bears teams of 1940, °41 and 742. 

A tackle, he took part in the extravagant 73-0 whipping of the Redskins in 
1940. The following season he topped veteran teammates Joe Stydahar and 
Lew Artoe in the All-Pro balloting. 

Away almost four years during the war, Ed returned to the Bears and played 
until injury foreed him to miss the 1948 season. He was traded to the Giants 
in ‘49 and played that season before joining the Giant coaching staff. One of 
the roughest tackles of all time, Ed is also a fine violinist who during college 
yours led his own orchestra. 

Laundry, 30, is a player coach who is beginning his second season in that dual 
capacity, This lean, hard Texan directs the Giant defense which last season was 
it or near the top in every defensive category. 

louscsnor of two degrees from Texas U., this versatile back, applies his keen 
analytical mind to defensive problems. One of the original “Umbrella” men, 
le lan simplified and at the same time increased the efficiency of the Giant 


defenee, An might be expected, Landry’s masterminding is not at all weakened 
hy the presence of ace defensive back Tom Landry. 
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Simplicity & Practice 


Jim Lee Howell estimates a team in the National Football League must 
score at least four touchdowns a game to win consistently, and that this goal 
is best achieved with a maximum of crisp, speedy decisions and a minimum of 
deep thinking on the field. 


“You have to have four or five clear-cut plays a game to score when you 
get the chance,” the coach propounds, “and it does not help to have your 
quarterback mull over dozens of variations before he makes his call.” 


Howell, with backfield coach Vince Lombardi, eliminated debate and hesita- 
tion in the huddle in their freshmen coaching season of 1954 and the results 
were hugely gratifying to Giant fans. The team averaged 29 points a game to 
ride into first place in the first eight starts. Only after Frank Gifford and Chuck 
Conerly were injured and unable to play in the final third of the season did 
scoring production fall off. 


The Giant attack, refined for °55, employs a “package” idea in selecting plays 
which frees the quarterback of much of his former responsibility when he had 
the entire play-book to consider on every call. 


By limiting all plays to five distinct series, or “packages”, the signal-caller 
is relieved of thinking through an enormous repertory to select one. The 
coaches, depending on their sideline and upstairs analysis of the defense, will 
advise the quarterback to use a certain “package”, say the Belly Series. Then 
the player’s mind is clear to make a fast decision among three or four plays 
which fit the situation, rather than from an unlimited number. The quarter- 
back often will have to ponder only whether to run or pass, because his point 
of attack is indicated. 


The offense is the T, with a quick-hitting Split T sequence. The five series 
of plays, aside from outright passing formations, are called the 90-Split, featur- 
ing the quarterback, the H, with the halfback the key man, and the Belly Series, 
the F and the 31, all relying chiefly on the fullback. 


Every play in all five series may turn into a run or a pass, depending on the 
signal. To fans who see the identical setup become a run one time and a pass 
another, the play may seem to be an exciting optional one. However, the 
quarterback call has determined the outcome. 


Simplicity also was applied to blocking assignments by working out a set of 
instructions, a sort of code of blocking principles, to fit varying situations, to 
replace former cumbersome special blocking assignments for each play. These 
apply also to blocking for the passer. Therefore the lineman enjoys freedom 
from the former mass of intricate switches of blocking from play to play. 


A nice balance has been worked out in the various “packages” to take ad- 
vantage of the delayed counter play as well as the fast strike. When defensive 
linemen begin to commit themselves hurriedly against the quick hit, they are 
victimized as the Giant attack slips smoothly into a counter. 


Above all, Howell believes in simplicity and practice. “We want our attack 
to be so simple,” he states, “that anyone can understand it readily and ‘there- 
fore eliminate a lot of class-room work. We want to make the teaching of our 
offense easy, and put in our hard work on the practice field, to achieve that 
polish and timing which make all plays go.” 
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In 1954.... 


Charley Gonerly threw his 100th touchdown pass... Only two other NFL 
passers had ever surpassed the century mark, Sammy Baugh and Sid Luckman 
the date of Conerly’s achievement was Nov. 21, the foe Los Angeles, the 
play « 6 yarder with Bob Schnelker ... Bobby Layne equaled Conerly’s feat 
tour days later, then surpassed him when Conerly was hurt and finished for 
the seuson, 

Nddie Price, in his final Polo Grounds appearance of the year, passed Tuffy 
Leomann an the all time Giant rushing leader ... the date was Dec. 5, the play 
a neat 7 yard burst, Price’s specialty, the foe Pittsburgh . . . Leeman’s total from 
1946 to 1943 was 3,117 yards ... Price, from 1950 to 1954, gained 3,183. 

Ikootin’ Bon Agajanian twice kicked three field goals in a game to tie the 
Giant record, then, in his final Polo Grounds appearance, booted a 20 yarder 
for hin 13th of the season and a new Giant mark ... Not bad for a 35-year-old 
pent with no toes on his kicking foot. 

Aw a team, the Giant offense had its biggest day against Washington on Oct. 10, 
scoring 51 points and tieing four all time Giant marks ... Conerly with four 
touchdown passes, Agajanian with three field goals and Schnelker with three 
touchdown passes and 18 points. 

In ’54 Giants improved with seven victories—to three the previous year . . . 
higgest individual improvement was at end where four players (Schnelker, Ken 
MacAfee, Bob Topp and Dick Wilkins) caught 20 touchdown passes—to three 
hy the entire end corps in 53... reserve end Topp was the Dusty Rhodes of 
the team; he caught only six passes but turned three into touchdowns. MacAfee 
und Schnelker, with eight scores each, caught more touchdown passes than any 
other pair of ends in Giant history. 

Big Giant improvement was, of course, on offense ... Only Cleveland in the 
Kast scored more points (the year before the Giants were last in the league) ... 
Price finished sixth in ground gaining, Bob Clatterbuck fifth in passing, Agaja- 
nian fifth in scoring ... Mostly it was a team effort—l1 different players scored 
touchdowns, plus Agajanian’s kicking totals ...and four different passers threw 
scoring passes (Conerly, Clatterbuck, Kyle Rote and Frank Gifford) ... team 
work and versatility. 

Giant defensive figures tightened game by game ... at the end the Giants 
led the league in interceptions and opponent fumbles recovered and were second 
in fewest points allowed ... Opponents found a ten percent tax slapped on their 
passing attack as Giant defenders intercepted 10% of enemy throws . . . Here 
iguin teamwork showed ... Tom Landry and Em Tunnell stole 8 passes, Dick 
Nolan 6 and Herb Rich 5... Landry averaged 42.5 yards per punt, fourth in 
the league . .. Herb Johnson averaged 10.3 yards per punt return to finish 
vccond ,.. And in the important defense on offense department, Giant passers 
lost only 141 yards attempting to pass in 12 games, also second in the league. 

Giants tied for the league lead on October 24 and held the lead four weeks, 
dropping into second place finally on Nov. 21 when Agajanian’s fourth period 
field goal which would have won the game hit the cross bar and bounced the 
wrong way. Final score: Rams 17—Giants 16. 

Seven Giant players were invited to the Pro-Bowl game: Ray Krouse, Tunnell 
and Landry on defense; Bill Austin, Price, Rote and Gifford on offense. All 
were starters except Gifford who reported late because of a minor injury. 
Krouse was a surprise star as a ball carrier, almost running for a touchdown 
with a fumble, Tunnell, the perennial star, has now appeared in every Pro- 
Howl game, 


In “55.... 


fhe most striking improvement in the Giants for 55 is the presence of a 
cype of player the club sought for years—the fast running back who also has 
size and power. Mel Triplett, 215-pound strong man of Toledo U., at fullback, 
and Alex Webster, 210-pound halfback who was MVP of the Canadian Big Four 
last fall, are big men of outstanding quality. 

Add the outside speed of Joe Heap of Notre Dame, and the depth is there to 
maintain a running game which was formidable last year until crippled by the 
injury to Frank Gifford. ; 

In general, Jim Lee Howell sums up: “We are at least equal with 1954 at 
all positions, and we are much better at several positions.” 

The coach cites offensive halfback and fullback, and the tackles, where Earl 
Putman, 300, Roosevelt Grier, 261, and Rex Boggan, 245, have joined the squad. 

Howell notes triple depth at quarterback with Charlie Conerly, Bob Clatter- 
buck and Don Heinrich, and stresses the insurance against injury which is pro- 
vided by several men who can play more than one position. : 

“Wietecha is a great offensive center”, notes Howell “and also is an out: 
standing backer-up. Knight gives a good job at defensive end or backer-up, 
Webster has the potential to play fullback as well as halfback, Krouse served 
well at defensive end and tackle, Gifford can go both ways if the need arises, 
and I believe Boggan and Grier both can do offense and defense. These versatile 
men permit a coach to maneuver in an emerggncy; he is not sewed in.” 

: Howell intended to pay particular attention to middle guard, where there 
is a vacancy and also three worthy candidates in Hal Mitchell, Ray Collins and 
Chuck Kubes, 245-pound rookie from Minnesota. 

Altogether, the coach sees “marked improvement” in personnel over the 

1954 squad which he took into the season.

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On the Firing Line 


Again thin year the Giants will present a crack quarterback corps in Charley 
Gonerly, “old pro” record holder, and brilliant second year men Bobby Clatter- 
iuck and Don Heinrich, Clatterbuck zoomed to stardom last season as replace- 
ment to Gonerly, finishing as the fifth best passer in league standings. Heinrich, 


lampered by a late Army discharge, was impressive in the two games he played. 
Yet until last year—ever since the Giants were division champs in ’46—the 
Giants lad searched in vain for an adequate quarterback staff. When Frank 


Wilehock retired following the championship game there was no one for the 
“17 season, 

The Giants parted with Bill Paschal, twice league rushing leader, with the 
rights to present Bear tackle George Connor, plus a bundle of money in order 
to get Paul Governali from the Boston Yanks. Governali withdrew the next 
awnunon leaving Conerly, then a rookie, to do the job alone. 

I'ive men had had a shot at the job, none came close to doing it—until Conerly. 
Chuckin’ Charley was rookie of the year in 48, setting in the process an NFL 
record which still stands, 36 completions in one game. His 54.2 percent average 
in still a Giant mark. 

Conerly took the pressure off somewhat. But the Giants needed a second 
quarterback because the game had changed and the accent was now on passing, 
making the quarterback the most important man on the field, and the most 
vulnerable. 

Travis Tidwell, an Alabama All-American, and Fred Benners, the “arm” from 
S.M,U., were two of the dozen or more who couldn’t make the grade. Conerly 
wax going it alone, and when he was forced to miss a game by injury, the Giants 
had no replacement. 

Then suddenly, and unexpectedly, Clatterbuck and Heinrich appeared the 
xame year and the Giants’ eight year quest seems to be over. 

Clatterbuck, from Houston U., was a total surprise to Giant coaches, who 
hoped he might make a defensive back. At first, no one wanted Bobby. He was 
a baseball pitcher and a good one. At the 54 draft meeting he was still available 
in the 27th round. 

I'rom the first day in camp, Howell and his coaches forgot about making 
Bobby a defensive back. His. passing was stunning. His signal calling in exhibi- 
tion games was flawless. He had confidence, size, he was always thinking on the 
field. He threw what the ends and halfbacks called a “beautiful ball.” 

He had two tremendous days. Against the Steelers Bobby completed 17 out 
of 22 passes for 274 yards and two touchdowns. In the final game against the 
Kagles, Bobby faced heavy pressure from a charging Eagle line. He got scant 
protection. He missed his first eleven pass attempts. 

I’ew veterans could make a comeback after such a debacle. Bobby did. In the 
second half he completed 9 of 17 for 249 yards and two touchdowns. He passed 
the Giants to the three yard line only to have a fumble nullify what might have 
been the winning touchdown. His-coolness and courage were as impressive as 
the way he hit the deep receivers for long gains. 

Heinrich, twice the NCAA passing champion at Washington, figured to be a 
tar last season. But officials lingered over his discharge papers. He missed part 
of the exhibition season and much of training camp. Because of this late start, 
he didn’t break into the lineup until the final two games. 

Ile was too impressive a prospect for the Giants to ‘turn loose, though offers 
for him poured in, when it became known that Conerly and Clatterbuck were 
Hlowell’s choices. Heinrich stayed with the Giants. He is counted on as a star 
of the future, 
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The Rookie Brigade 


Joe Heap, the electrifying halfback of Notre Dame who caught more passes 
than any end in Irish history, leads a group of Giant rookies with the variety

y The Notre Dame star, No. 1 Giant draft pick, finds running companions 
in 253-pound George Washington, All-Service fullback, Mel Triplett, 215-pound 
iron man fullback of Toledo, and halfback Alex Webster, the most valuable 
back in eastern Canada last season. 


Two tackles to make the backs go are 245-pound Rex Boggan of Mississippi 
and 235-pound Howard Lehman of Mississippi Southern, and John Steinberg 
of Stanford is an outstanding candidate at offensive end. Further reinforce- 


ments for the attack are Hal Mitchell and Ray Beck, regular guards of °52 
who return from service. 


; On defense, the bright young men are Ed Stowers of Wake Forest and Bill 
Hillen of West Virginia at end, Roosevelt: Grier of Penn State at tackle, Chuck 
Kubes of Minnesota at middle guard, and Walt Cudzik of Purdue at backer-up. 
and Jim Patton of Mississippi, Fred Bilyeu of Georgia, Ron Locklin of Wik: 
consin and Matt Vujevich of San Jose at halfback. 


Heap is the Irish Flyer who whirled to a 5.4-yard rushing average for 
Notre Dame last season, led the Irish in scoring and pass-catching, and com- 
pleted three of four forward pass attempts for touchdowns! 


; This amazingly versatile player excelled all the great ends of Notre Dame 
history at their specialty, pass receiving, by nabbing 71 aerials for 1,137 yards 
during his varsity career. The former record by Jim Mutscheller was 57 for 
758 yards. Heap was not an emergency “save” pass receiver, but a long-gain 
threat, with an average of 20.5 yards per catch in 54. 


In four years under the Golden Dome Heap gained 1,457 yards rushing, 
1,137 receiving, 414 returning kickoffs, 311 returning punts, and 210 passing, 
for a total of 3,529 yards. He also scored 22 touchdowns. 


Grier, Triplett, Locklin, and Patton were drafted in that order at the top 
of the list, following Heap. Grier is a powerhouse of 260 pounds who was 
among the very best tackles in college last fall. Triplett is cited by Curly Lam- 
beau as the most exciting and strongest fullback the veteran coach saw in 754. 
Locklin, the Big Ten’s finest all-around end, was the only defense winger 
to stop Paul Giel. Patton was recommended by Jim Poole, famous former Giant, 
as the best defensive halfback in the Southeast Conference. 


The Giants took dividends from drafts of previous years in Steinberg, Kubes, 
Lehman, and Boggan. Steinberg, No. 4 pass receiver in the nation in 53, ‘was 
selected last year. Kubes, 245-pound “strongest-ever” at Minnesota, and Leh- 
man were picked in 753, and Boggan, a °54 All-American was tapped for the 
future in 52. 


Star Rookies Play in Polo Grounds 


A galaxy of the nation’s foremost college stars will appear as rookies 
in the Polo Grounds in the six game Giant home schedule which features the 
first visit of the strong Baltimore Colts. 

Among the brilliant new players on opposing teams will be Ralph Guglielmi 
and rank Varriehione of Notre Dame, Max Boydston of Oklahoma, Paul Larson 
of California, Alan (The Horse) Ameche of Wisconsin, bonus choice George 
Shaw of Oregon, Dean Dugger and Dave Leggett of Ohio State, J. D. Kimmel, 
former West Point star, Dean Renfro of North Texas State, and Dick Bielski of 
Maryland, 

Many of the league’s most spectacular veterans also will test the Giants. 
Among these are Buddy Young, Otto Graham, Lou (the Toe) Groza, Adrian 
Burk, Pete Pihos, Bob Walston, Ollie Matson, Charley Trippi, Lynn Chandnois, 
Ray Mathews, Vie Janowicz and Eddie LeBaron. 

Ayain this year the NFL schedule calls for 12 games, with home and 
home series with clubs in the same division.

End Bobby Walston topped the scorers with 11 touchdowns, 36 extra 
points and four field goals for 114 points. End Pete Pihos tied for the pass 
catching lead with 60 receptions, but led in other departments—yards gained, 
average gain per catch and touchdowns. Quarterback Adrian Burk threw the 
most touchdown passes, 23, and the longest, 84 yards. 

The Kagles have reinforced in 55 with the addition of fullback Dick Bielski, 
formor Maryland ace. His heavy duty plunging will add force to the Eagle 
attack, Dean Dugger, Ohio State end, also should help. The Eagle defense, 
known as the Suicide Seven, needs no reinforcement. The “Seven” are sparked 
yy Chuck Bednarik, Norm Willey and Bucko Kilroy.

The Cards have top receivers too in Don Stonesifter who caught 44 passes for 
607 yards and in Matson who snagged 34 for 611 yards. Dick (Nighttrain) Lane 
led the league in interceptions with 11. 

The Cards drew a prize on the first round of the League draft in January 
when they picked Max Boydston, unanimous All American end from Okla- 
homa, tabbed, “the best all around college football player in the country.” 

At the draft the year before the Cardinals were lucky and came up with 
California’s Paul Larson who still had a year left in school. Last season NCAA 
ratings had Larson on top with 125 completions in 195 attempts, only 8 inter- 
ceptions, 10 touchdowns and a 64.1 percent average, a new NCAA record.

The Giants’ No. 1 draft choice of 1952 has now attained full stardom in 
all phases of the game. A regular on offense and on. defense in previous years, 


Gifford wax one of the League’s top halfbacks last season. With a 5.6 average 
gain por rush, he was the Giants’ most effective ball carrier, gaining 368 yards 
in 66 tries. A top runner wide or inside, Gifford was also the best of the NFL 


halfbacks at the optional pass. He completed four of eight for 165 yards 
and three touchdowns. At any phase of the game, running, passing, receiving, 
returning punts or kickoffs, Gifford is tops. His 83 yard pass to Eddie Price 


was the second longest completion in the League in 754. At college Frank 
was halfback on the official All-America team of the American Football 
Conches Association.

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NFL One-Game Records 


Whether you are looking at a game in the Polo Grounds, or via TV, or 
listening at the radio, this list will permit you to compare the feats of the day 
with the League’s all-time single game records. HARRY NEWMAN, Giants, 
rushed most often 39 times in 1934. GENE ROBERTS, Giants, gained most 
yards rushing 218 in 1950. CHARLEY CONERLY, Giants, completed most 
passes, 36, in “48. Other aerial records are most attempts, 60 by DAVEY 
O’BRIEN, Eagles, 40; most had intercepted, 8 by JIM HARDY, Cards, °50; 
most yards gained throwing, 554, by NORM VAN BROCKLIN, Los Angeles, 
°51; most touchdown passes, 7, by SID LUCKMAN, °43; and ADRIAN BURK, 
°54: Most passes caught in a game, 18 by TOM FEARS, Los Angeles, °50; 
most touchdown passes caught, 5, by BOB SHAW, Cards 50; most yards gained 
on catches, 303 by JIM BENTON, Cleveland Rams, °45. In scoring, ERNIE 
NEVERS, Cards, made the fantastic total of 40 points, including 6 touch- 
downs, also a record in ’29. In 51, DUB JONES, Cleveland, equalled the 6 
touchdown mark. PAT HARDER, Cards, kicked most points after touchdown, 
9, in °48, a mark tied by BOB WATERFIELD, Los Angeles, in °50. Waterfield 
also kicked the most field goals, 5, in 51. Here are the longest plays of NFL 
History which are hard to beat: Longest run for scrimmage, 97 yards by 
ANDY URAM, Green Bay 39 and BOB GAGE, Pittsburgh, 49; return of 
kickoff, 105 by FRANK SENO, Cards, 46; punt return by 98 by GIL
